Centennial won a few nods of 


approval because the pool is the 
only one being built in the Lin- 
coln area during the national's 
200th birthday celebration. 


Well, a few others pondered, 


Meadow Heights isn't all bad 
either because the name would 
identify the neighborhood. Of- 
ficials said the two most logical 
names for the pool — 
Meadowlane and Eastborough 
— have been axed because two 
privately operated swimming 


clubs in the area already bear 
those names. 


Centennial or Meadow 


Heights, the officials mused, 
back and forth, forth and back, 
until Max Roper hit upon a solu- 
tion which wouldn't offend 
anybody. 


"How about Centennial- 


Meadow Heights?" he asked. 


Fantastic,-the board said in 


unison. But, by the time the mo- 
tion was made the names got 
reversed. 


Hence, a new tongue-twister is 


born — Meadow Heights- 
Centennial. 


While pondering the names, 


the group contemplated the 
merits of the hyphen, wondering 
if there should be one between 
Meadow and Heights or between 
Heights and Centenial. Quoting 
no confidential or well-placed 
sources, reporters took jour- 
nalistic license and made the 
decision on their own. 


Only two board members, 


Clancy Woolman and Dick 
McCashland voted against the 
unification. 


Roper said he figured it didn't 


make much difference what the 
city named the pool. 


"Everybody's going to refer to 


it as 'Meadowlane' anyway," he 
said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lockheed Aircraft 


Corp. told Senate investigators Thursday it 
will comply with a subpoena demanding the 
names of officials in Japan and other countries 
who were paid millions of dollars in bribes by 
the company's sales agents. 


The firm's lawyers, announcing the deci- 


sion, asked for and were granted a five-day 
extension to get the data in order. 


It was understood that the subpoena 


requests specific answers to a number of 
questions asked by Sen. Charles H. Percy two 
months ago as he was interrogating Karl 
Kotchian, then Lockheed's chief executive of- 
ficer. The names of the Japanese officials said 
to have received $2 million in payments from 
Lockheed are among the facts sought. 


Percy, R-I11., chairs a subcommittee of the 


Foreign Relations Committee which sub- 
poenaed the material. The committee has 


agreed to trade information with the Justice 
Department, and it may also be given to the 
Japanese government. 


Meanwhile, Commerce Secretary Elliot 


Richardson told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee he has asked the Central Intelligence 
Agency to deny or confirm published reports 
that the CIA is linked to Yoshio Kodama. the 
mysterious Japanese official alleged to have 
received more than $7 million in Lockheed 
payments. 


Richardson said that the new Cabinet-level 


task force he heads on questionable corporate 
payments overseas will hold its first session 
Monday to launch a study of the extent and 
seriousness of corporate bribes and steps to be 
taken to curb them. 


He denied the contention of Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., the Banking Committee 


chairman, that such a study amounts to 
government foot-dragging on legislation to 
make such bribes illegal under U.S. law and to 
force corporations to disclose them. 


But Richardson. Treasury Secretary William 


E. Simon and Charles Robinson, under 
secretary of state for economic affairs, all said 
that passage of such legislation now would be 
premature and incur the risk of doing more 
harm than good. 


. 
Richardson promised, however, that his 


task force will review all legislative proposals 
so Congress can act this year. 


Proxmire replied: "I think it will be 


definitely a stall unless we get information up 
and down on this legislation by the 5th of 
June." 


Simon said the Internal Revenue Service has 


been ordered to broaden its investigation of 


tax evasion and tax avoidance by U.S. cor- 
porations through improper deductions of 
bribes, kickbacks and other such payments 
made both overseas and in the United States. 


He said the Intelligence Division of the IRS 


is currently investigating 34 corporation "to 
determine if illegal payments were fraudulent- 
ly claimed as tax dedications or credits." 


Richardson said the IRS investigation mil 


include interviews with top corporate 
executives and examination of their individual 
income tax returns at the same time the cor- 
porate return is being audited 


He said the corporation officials will be 


required to fill out affidavits on their 
knowledge of any company "slush funds" 


"If I sense the mood of our country correct- 


ly ... we find bribery abhorrent and we in- 
tend to do something about it." Richardson 
said.

Near South Group Wins Tree Planting Victory

Residents of the near south neighborhood have 


succeeded in getting the city to plant larter trees 
along streets in older areas of the city. 


Residents also will be able to chose from a 


longer list of "approved" species, under a revised 
tree planting program adopted Thursday by the 
City Parks and Recreation Board. 


Members of the Near South Neighborhood 


Association first brought their complaints about 
the tree planting program to the board's attention 
several months ago. 


Homeowners disagreed with the policy of plan- 


ting smaller, ornamental trees to replace larger 
trees which have died or been removed. 


More Voice Wanted 


Homeowners wanted more say in the tree 


selection process, a say which they contended they 
didn't have. 


Homeowners didn't like the city policy of 


lining a whole street with the same kind of tree. 


The new plan takes care of most of those com- 


plaints. 


Under the new policy, which must be approved 


by Mayor Helen Boosalis, the character of the 
neighborhood will receive a higher priority than 
other criteria, such as the presence of overhead 
utility lines. 


The park department had placed greater 


emphasis on the overhead lines because larger 
trees have a tendency to damage lines during 
storms. 


List Expanded 


The list of approved species has been expanded 


and will be flexible, City Arborist Wayne Willmeng 
reported. Whereas the approved number totaled 25 
in the past, there will be no definite number in the 
new program. 


A majority of property owners along a block 


can request that a different type of tree be planted, 
other than the species selected by the park depart- 
ment 


A new provision will also allow a majority of 


homeowners in a block to request a different 
species of trees in a case where trees already have 


been planted along part of the block. 


However, the homeowners lost out in their bid 


to have the city plant different species in the same 
block. The park department believes it is 
aesthetically more pleasing to have the same type 
of tree planted in a block. 


Both the Park Board and members of the Near 


South Neighborhood Association said they were 
happy with the compromise worked out by a com- 
mittee. 


Association President Ann Brookes said the 


program is flexible, which is what the residents 
wanted.

Smith reported on a revised set of plans for 
developing Eden Park, at 46th St. and Antelope 
Creek Rd.

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Setback Dealt 
To Interstate 
Sign Proposal

Efforts to get signs erected along Nebraska's 


interstate highways bearing the brands of gas, food 
and lodging businesses at interchanges were dealt a 
blow Thursday by the State Department of Justice. 


State Engineer Thomas Doyle said the legal 


opinion given him means the State Roads Depart- 
ment won't be constructing such signs along the in- 
terstate, at least this year. 


Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas said public funds can- 


not be used to construct the signs. 


Charles Chace, executive director of the 


Nebraska Petroleum Marketers Association, had 
asked Doyle to begin erecting such signs notifying 
drivers what types of filling stations are located at 
the next interchange. 


Chace said Douglas's opinion "disappointed"' 


him. 


Chace was successful last year in getting the 


Legislature to enact a bill allowing the State Roads 
Department to charge businesses desiring their 
brand name on the interestate $25 for each insignia. 


Doyle said the fee would not pay for the con- 


struction of such signboards. 


He estimated it would cost $2,500-$3,000 per in- 


terchange to erect the signboards, one in each 
direction. However, he said the maximum annual 
revenue from the $25 fee would be $300. 


"The fee doesn't begin to cover the costs of 


erecting signboards," Doyle said. "If the sign- 
boards were already up, maybe it would be 
enough." 


In consulting with Douglas, Doyle asked if law 


requires such signs be constructed in advance of 
other highway construction priorities and if public 
funds can be used. Douglas replied no to each ques- 
tion. 


Chace remarked, "How come they can do this 


in other states and not here? Our law is exactly like 
Iowa's; it's the same fee. Iowa is putting them up 
right now between Des Moines and Iowa City. 


"This is a motorists' service." 
Doyle said he is not about to advance signs 


bearing brand names ahead of other Roads Depart- 
ment construction projects which he said have 
higher priorities. 


"I'm not inclined to program logo signs ahead 


of other projects which this department has 
planned." he said. 


Regarding the question of spending public 


funds for the signs. Douglas said it appears spend- 
ing public funds to erect such advertising signs 
would violate constutional prohibitions against 
granting exclusive franchises and against loaning 
the credit of the state. 


Douglas said any such billboards erected by the 


state would have to be paid for and maintained 
with the S25 annual fee paid by businesses desiring 
their brand names to be placed along the interstate.

Hong Kong (UPI) - China staged 


demonstrations by thousands of workers 
Thursday to celebrate the downfall of Teng 
Hsiao-ping and the elevation of Hua Kuo- 
feng to No 2 spot behind Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung But the official news agency ad 
milted the power struggle between Mao 
and Teng was far from over 


Peking residents reported by telephone 


that the jubilant mood the authorities had 
hoped to create with thousands of 
marchers clanging bells beating gongs and 
crashing cymbals had failed to come off 
and that some persons appeared 
bewildered Thursday night the official 
New China News Agency disclosed the 
power struggle was still on 


One day after Mao masterminded the 


removal of Teng from all of his party 
government and military posts the news 
agency called for more counterattacks 
against Teng's ' right wing deviatiomst 
movement' which had been criticized 
during the bitter battle as the road to 
capitalism 


"The people of the whole country are 


determined to rally around the party cen- 
tral committee headed by Chairman Mao 
still more closely take class struggle as the 
kevhnk carry through to the end the great 
struggle to counter-dttack the right- 
deviationist movement the news agency 
said 


This, in the roundabout and tortuous 


wording of the Chinese hierarchy, meant 
Mao had won the first battle but that the 
war was still going on Official Chinese 
news media told of widespread jubilation 
in the schools and factories, but Peking 
residents said participants in the huge pro- 
Hua demonstrations showed little 
enthusiasm 


They said the demonstrations were ob- 


viously organized by party or government 
officials with participants apparently being 
taken from factories or other institutions 
by trucks and buses in an attempt to show 
that there was public support for the teng 
purge 


The central committee, acting on Mao's 


direct request, removed Teng Wednesday 
as vice chairman of the Communist Party 
and vice premier and relieved him of his 
duties as acting chief of the armed forces 
general staff He was allowed to 'keep his 
party membership so as to see how he will 
behave himself in the future ' There was 
no indication of his whereabouts 


Thursdays demonstrators, mostly fac- 


tory workers, avoided the capital's main 
public square, Tien an Men (Gate of 
Heavenly Peace), the Japanese Kyodo 
News Agency said in a report from Peking 
Except for the organized rallies, few 
residents were seen on the streets 


Kyodo said that citizens "appeared 


baffled at the developments," and "ap- 
parently harbored a strong sense of 
bewilderment at the rapid tempo of

Hslao-ping and the elevation of Hua Kuo- 
feng to No. 2 spot behind Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung But the official news agency ad­ 
mitted the power struggle between Mao 
and Teng was far from over. 
Peking residents reported by telephone 
that the jubilant mood the authorities had 
hoped to create with thousands of 
marchers clanging bells, beating gongs and 
crashing cymbals had failed to come off 
and that some persons appeared 
bewildered. Thursday night the official 
New China News Agency disclosed the 
power struggle was still on. 
One day after Mao masterminded the 
removal of Teng from all of his party, 
government and military posts, the news 
agency called for more counterattacks 
against Teng’s "right-wing deviationist 
movement” which had been criticized 
during the bitter battle as the road to 
capitalism. 


"The people of the whole country are 
determined to rally around the party cen­ 
tral committee headed by Chairman Mao 
still more closely, take class struggle as the 
key link, carry through to the end the great 
struggle to counter-attack the right* 
deviationist movement," the news agency 
said. 
This, in the roundabout and tortuous 
wording of the Chinese hierarchy, meant 
Mao had won the first battle but that the 
war was still going on. Official Chinese 
news media told of widespread jubilation 
in the schools and factories, but Peking 
residents said participants in the huge pro- 
Hua demonstrations showed little 
enthusiasm. 
They said the demonstrations were ob­ 
viously organized by party or government 
officials with participants apparently being 
taken from factories or other institutions 
by trucks and buses in an attempt to show 
that there was public support for the teng 
purge. 
The central committee, acting on Mao's 


direct request, removed Teng Wednesday 
as vice chairman of the Communist Party 
and vice premier and relieved him of his 
duties as acting chief of the armed forces 
general staff. He was allowed to “keep his 
party membership so as to see how he will 
behave himself in the future.” There was 
no indication of his whereabouts 
Thursday’s demonstrators, mostly fac­ 
tory workers, avoided the capital's main 
public square, Tien an Men (Gate of 
Heavenly Peace), the Japanese Kyodo 
News Agency said in a report from Peking. 
Except for the organized rallies, few 
residents were seen on the streets. 
Kyodo said that citizens ‘‘appeared 
baffled at the developments," and "ap­ 
parently harbored a strong sense of 
bewilderment at the rapid tempo of 
change.” 
Teng. who has been locked in a power 
struggle with Mao since the death of 
premier Chou En-lai, was blamed for 
rioting which occurred Monday in Tien an 
Men square.

Now that Howard R. Hughes is dead and 


buried, the billion-dollar inheritence sweepstakes 
is under way. 


Where will the bulk of the elusive 


billionaire's estate go? 


To the aunt, the only known direct relative? 


To his favorite charity, a medical research facility 
in Florida? To the Mormon church, from which 
the cadre of Hughes loyalist were drawn? To his 
few close business associates? 


Or will federal and state governments get the 


lion's share in death taxes. 


The stakes are large. The Hughes fortune has 


been estimated at between $1.5 billion and $2 
billion. And to date, no one has produced a will. 


Houston Resident 


Hughes' last known legal residence apparent- 


ly was Houston, Tex. In a court deposition three 
years ago, Hughes listed his legal address as the 
Exxon Building there, where the Summa Corp., 
of which he was the sole stockholder, has an of- 
fice. 


"That is going to really determine which 


state has jurisdiction," said Judge William Bear 
of the Harris County Probate Court in Houston, 
where Hughes was buried in a quiet eight-minute 
ceremony Tuesday. 


"The second most important thing is, did he 


have a will or not? When we answer those two 
questions, then it'll be a whole lot easier from 
then on." 


Will R. Lummis, son of Mrs. Armete R. Lum- 


tnis. the billionaire's aunt runs the Summa office 
in Houston. He sad be was "not in a position to 
talk" about whether his mother held a claim to 
the estate or about toe existence of a will 


"I think we need to be patient and see what 


information is issued to the press (by Summa 
Corp.)," he said. "I expect something fairly 
soon." 


Chester, Davis, a New York attorney and 


president of Summa, was not available for com- 
ment. Neither were spokesmen for Summa in Las 
Vegas, Nev., corporate headquarters, nor in Los 
Angeles, another major Summa location. 


Under federal estate tax laws, the govern- 


ment could claim as much as 77% of Hughes' for- 
tune after deductions for charitable contributions 
and state death taxes, which vary from state to 
state. 


Within nine months of the date of Hughes' 


death, the administrator of his estate must file an 
estate tax return. Leon Levine. an IRS spokesman 
in Washington, said the return must include an 
accounting "of everything he has." 


'Magic Number' 


The "magic number" for federal tax pur- 


poses is what is left after deductions for state 
death taxes and contributions to chanty, he said.

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Monetary Fund Considers 
Gold Exchange Elimination 


WASHTNHTnM AADI 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Proposals to eliminate 


gold as international money and establish flexible 
new rules for currency exchange rates are ready 
for approval by its 128 members, the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund said Thursday. 


The initial impact of the changes on the lives of 


Americans probably would be negligible. But in 
the event they carry out their purpose of creating 
a more stable economic environment in the 
world, they could be of considerable significance. 


The proposals, which are in the form of an 


amendment to the IMF charter, require each 
member "to direct its economic and financial 
policies toward the objective of fostering orderly 
economic growth with reasonable price stability 


Johannes H Witteveen, the 54-year-old former 


Dutch finance minister who is managing director 
of the IMF, predicted to newsmen it will be late 
next year, at the earliest, before enough nations 
have approved the proposals to put them into 
effect. 


He said they need to be approved by at least 77 


members with total voting strength in the IMF of 
80 per cent Since the United States has 23 per 
cent of the voting strength, a favorable vote by 
the U.S. Congress is essential. 


However, only minor stumbling blocks in 


Congress are likely, since the United States had 
pushed for the changes in the role of gold and the 
system of currency exchange rates in the first 
place. 


The exchange rate provision will make legal 


what the United States has been doing since 1973 
- letting the value of the U.S. dollar be set by 
market forces, a procedure called "floating " 
Ihe old system 01 iixea excnange rates nau 


existed since the IMF was first estabkshed at 
Bretton Woods. N.H., in 1944 until the United 
States took the beleaguered dollar out of it, 
claiming the fixed system has caused an over- 
valued dollar and was damaging the U.S. curren- 
cy. 


The dollar currently is about 12 per cent below 


its international value in 1971, when a chain of 
events began that threw the world into monetary 
turmoil

Now that Howard R. Hughes is dead and 
buried, the billion-dollar inheritence sweepstakes 
is under way. 
Where will the bulk of the elusive 
billionaire’s estate go? 
To the aunt, the only known direct relative? 
To his favorite charity, a medical research facility 
in Florida? To the Mormon church, from which 
the cadre of Hughes loyalist were drawn? To his 
few close business associates? 


Or will federal and state governments get the 
lion's share in death taxes. 
The stakes are large. The Hughes fortune has 
been estimated at between $1.5 billion and $2 
billion.

Hughes’ last known legal residence apparent­ 
ly was Houston, Tex. In a court deposition three 
years ago, Hughes listed his legal address as the 
Exxon Building there, where the Summa Corp., 
of which he was the sole stockholder, has an of­ 
fice. 
"That is going to really determine which 
state has jurisdiction,” said Judge William Bear 
of the Harris County Probate Court in Houston, 
where Hughes was buried to a quiet eight-minute 
ceremony Tuesday,

have a will or not? When we answer those two 
questions, then it’ll be a whole lot easier from 
then on.” 
Will R. Lummis, son of Mrs Annete R. Lum- 
mis, the billionaire’s aunt, runs the Summa office 
in Houston He sad he was "not m a position to 
talk” about whether his mother held a claim to 
the estate or about the existence of a will.

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NU Surprise Winner 


The Legislature this week restored 


some $11 million in state tax ap- 
propriations vetoed by Gov. Jim Exon 
while sustaining the governor in veto 
reductions or rejections amounting to $19 
million. But while the governor can claim 
victory in seeing two-thirds of his budget 
trimming sustained, the lawmakers 
resolutely stood up to him in one important 
area: higher education in general and 
specifically, the University- of Nebraska. 


The end result of this year's budget 


donnybrook was not exactly the product of 
"a wild-spending machine." 


Because of Exon's hardnosed. budget- 


cutting approach and legislative 
acquiescence in much of the trimming, the 
tax-supported 
portion of the new state 


budget can probably be funded within the 
framework of existing tax rates. This does 
not meet Exon's suggested goal of a tax 
cut. but it is a responsible spending plan, 
still lean in many regards, which the state 
can afford. 


NU President D. B. Varner's state- 


ment praising the Legislature for its 
"courageous action" in restoring vetoed 
funds to the university system was 
deserved by senators, we think. No area of 
the budget battle was more intensely 
heated than when the lines were drawn 
over the university. 


The system had requested more than 


SI00 million for fiscal 1976-77 (current tax 
support; S77 million); the governor had 
originally recommended in the 
neighborhood of $84 million. The

raised that by more than $10 million, which 
was acceptable to the university. Exon kept 
$3.5 million of that increase in his veto ac- 
tions, but cut the remainder. The 
Legislature, to the surprise of many, 
overrode the vetoes in the operational 
budget bill and left NU tax support funding 
at the basic level recommended by the ap- 
propriations panel. 


The Exon administration had warned 


of an extensive public relations campaign 
waged by the university system and its 
friends in the media and the Legislature, to 
lobby for the 23't budget hike for the com- 
ing fiscal year. But the university lobbying 
effort did not go unanswered. It was met 
by the governor, members of his ad- 
ministration and some senators who 
questioned the NU budget figures. Those 
who supported the higher figures were not 
expected to win in the long run, but they 
did. 


If the university considers the override 


of LB690 a victory, however, it is advised 
that the budget battles will not get any 
easier. Percentage increases of this 
magnitude will not be accepted on a con- 
tinual basis in Nebraska just as a matter of 
course.

Two Winnowed Out 


Oklahoma's Fred Harris, who declared 


himself "winnowed in" the 1976 race for 
the Democratic presidential nomination by 
the strength he showed in initial Iowa 
caucus activity, winnowed himself out of 
active campaigning Thursday. 


Harris is out of money, and has been 


consistently at or near the back of the pack 
in popular vote and delegate totals on these 
first stops on the primary trail. Harris, 
however, says he will go to the convention 
in July as a candidate who would accept 
the call of the party. 


Of those several candidates who have 


faltered in the early going, we most regret 
seeing Harris limp to the sidelines. 


His was the populist littie-against-big 


campaign, done in a camper and on a shoe 
string and it was refreshing politics while it 
lasted. The country fair oratory- of Harris 
showed us more than the comparatively 
plastic pitches of the Bayhs and Shrivers. 


Also winnowed out. whether he admits 


it or not. is George Wallace of Alabama, 
who has fired many of his nationwide staff 
people and is giving up his chartered air- 
plane. 


Well more than a year ago it became 


apparent that Wallace's health would be an 
issue. He is correct in speculating that he 
has lost some votes of people who think as 
he does but who feel he is not strong 
enough to be a viable candidate. 


The Roosevelt example does not wash 


today. FDR was protected by the media 
and the people around him; the man in the 
street was not that aware of his physical 
handicap and somehow FDR appeared 
most robust while Wallace seems frail. 


The idea, expressed by pollster Louis 


Harris, that the electorate is more 
sophisticated today than in the recent past, 
and thus perceives Wallace to be a 
hypocrite, might have some weight to it. 
But we still think that rightly or wrongly, 
there is still a Wallace constituency waiting 
and searching for a more effective voice. 
They are tired of just sending a message. 


The Alabama governor is a victim of 


his past as much as Bremer's gun, he has 
been to the well too often and his chances 
for success are thought to be too dismal for 
the support to continue.

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NU Surprise Winner

WASHINGTON — Both President 
Ford and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger are striving mightily to dis­ 
perse the storin over remarks made by 
State Department Counselor Helmut 
Sonnenfeldt calling for an "organic” 
union of the Soviet Union and the rest 
of Eastern Europe. 


To the House International Affairs 
Committee, Kissinger says of his key 
aide that he used an "unfortunate 
word” and really meant “historic” in­ 
stead of "organic.” This is, on its face, 
a ridiculous explanation of what is 
now being called the Kissinger- 
Sonnenfeldt Doctrine. The two words 
bear no relation to each other — and 
both the secretary and his counselor 
had many weeks in which to make a 
correction. 


They did not do so until the 
Sonnenfeldt remarks were leaked by 
the State Department to test the 
public reaction. 
President Ford, in a letter to Sen 
James Buckley, R-N.Y., says 
Sonnenfeldt’s remarks had been 
"severely distorted" and that there 
lias been no change in the Ford 
foreign position. And White House 
press secretary Ron Nessen insists 
that a summary of the remarks adds 
up to a statement of the President's 
policy on Eastern Europe" — which 
to someone with an ironic turn of 
mind might seem more compromising 
than exculpatory

All of this might be more convinc ing 
had it come about spontaneously 
rather than as a result of press dis­ 
closure. 


The "explanations," moreover, do 
not jibe with a report by Cyrus L. 
Sulzberger that an independent check 
in Europe, where the remarks were 
made, demonstrates that Sonnenfeldt 
was not misquoted. 


It would, of course be simple for 
Kissinger or the White House to 
release the official summary of the 
Kissmger-Sonnenfeldt Doetrine and 
let the media and the public judge for 
themselves. But this is impossible, for 
obvious reasons. 
It is not just the one word "organic" 
which is frightening 
All of the 


published excerpts spell out what was 
meant and they add up to a total sur­ 
render of Eastern Europe to de jure 
Soviet control. And disclosure comes 
at a time when both the Congress and 
the media have lost all faith in 
Kissinger's "explanations" and 
promises His actions during the Oc­ 
tober, 1973, war in the Middle East 
were hardly those of a candid man, 


That the current tilt in America 
foreign policy vis-a-vis Eastern 
Europe can be summed up in that one 
killing word, "organic,” will make dif­ 
ficulties for President Ford in his elec­ 
tion campaign. Had it been fuzzed up 
in diplomatic language the critics oi 
Mr. Ford’s foreign policy would have 
had difficulties. That the administra­ 
tion is not meeting the challenge head- 
on will only make matters worse.

Kissinger has been, for some 
months, a major liability to the Presi­ 
dent. The secretary of state is not just 
another official, and Kissinger made 
the serious mistake of making a public 
show of his power over the President 
when he forced the resignation of 
Defense Secretary James Schlesinger 
Kissinger is THE strong man of the 
adnumstration — and whatever he 
says or does, good or bad, reflects on 
the presidency. 


Both Mr Ford and his campaign ad­ 
visers are fully aware that Kissinger is 
an albatross around the neck of the 
presidency. But the argument has 
been that to fire him would be more 
harmful at this time than to let him go 
his merry way Ironically, the Presi­ 
dent lost a perfect opportunity to dis­ 
associate himself from Kissinger when 
the story of the planned appeasement 
of the Kremlin in Eastern Europe 
leaked.

"It doesn't affect classes 


directly," Breckenridge pointed 
out, explaining the austerity 
targets will largely be "things we 
buy" to support teaching and 
other operations. 


"We have no choice," but as 


yet. "How much that will be, I 
don't know," Breckenridge said, 
declining specifics until he and 
his staff examine possibilities.

line-item in LB972, which 
would've raised UNL's cash fund 
limit by $773,000. In a message 
to lawmakers, Exon said his 
projection of UNL spending 
based on the past fiscal nine 
months indicate the increase 
isn't needed, and that the excess 
funds should be carried over into 
the 1976-77 budget.

Breckenndge said 
To absorb them. UNL thus 
requested the cash ceiling boost. 
But since the Legislature let the

Sen Thomas Kennedy of New- 
man Grove Thursday announced 
formation of an experimental 
medical manpower referral of- 
fice designed to help com- 
munities, especially those in 
rural areas find doctors 


In turn the office will handle 


inquiries from doctors who are 
looking for places to set up prac- 
tice aid will also act as a 
clearing house for other health 
care professionals including 
animal health care personnel 


The formation of the office 


was announced during a news 
conference attended by 
representatives of the State 
Health Department, Creighton 
University s Medical School the 
University of Nebraska Medical 
Center and a federal government 
representative 


The office will be financed by 


a $30 000 federal grant 
Kennedy who is retiring from 
the Umcameral at the end of this

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Med Manpower 
Office Announced 
Gov, J James Exon and State 
Sen Thomas Kennedy of New­ 
man Grove Thursday announced 
formation of an experimental 
medical manpower referral of­ 
fice designed to help com­ 
munities, especially those in 
rural areas, find doctors. 
In turn, the office will handle 
inquiries from doctors who are 
looking for places to set up prac­ 
tice and will also act as a 
clearing house for other health 
care professionals including 
animal health care personnel 
The formation of the office 
was announced during a news 
conference attended by 
representatives of the State 
Health Department, Creighton 
University’s Medical School, the 
University of Nebraska Medical 
Center and a federal government 
representative. 
The office will be financed by 
a $30,000 federal grant. 
Kennedy, who is retiring from 
the Unicameral at the end of this 
year, will serve as office director 
for $1 a year plus expenses He is 
currently chairman of the 
Umcameral’s Public Health and 
Welfare Committee. 
“ Nebraska is doing some 
pioneering with this,” Exon 
said Henry Mudgelisk of Kansas 
City, regional representative for 
the U S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, said 
there is no similar program m 
any other state. 
Mudgelisk said Nebraska was 
selected because there “ is a 


genuine need” for such a service 
and also because federal officials 
felt “ Nebraska is conservative 
enough to make best use of the 
funds” and the program. 
Kennedy said a list made up 
about a year ago indicated 40 
Nebraska communities were 
looking for doctors. He said 
these communities will be con­ 
tacted again in the near future to 
see if their needs have been 
filled and other communities 
will be questioned on their 
needs, 
The senator also said to help in 
the task of running a clearing 
house a full-time staff member 
would be hired. 
Assisting in the task of 
operating the office will be a 
special advisory committee. 
Members include Dr. Henry 
Smith, state health director; Dr. 
Robert Sparks, NU Medical 
Center chancellor; John B. Her­ 
mann, an assistant professor at 
Creighton’s Medical School; Rex 
Higley, director of examining 
boards for the Health Depart­ 
ment. Margaret Pavelka, direc­ 
tor of the State Nursing Board, 
James T. Suter, director of com­ 
prehensive health planning, and 
Dr Warren Bosley of Grand 
Island, president of the 
Nebraska Medical Association. 
• The office will be involved 
with physicians, optometrists, 
dentists, chiropractors, phar­ 
macists, nurses, veterinarians, 
health service administrators 
and allied health personnel.

Schatz, whose voice reflected 
outward displeasure at the dis­ 
closure, dispatched a U.S. 
marshal to find the employe, and 
the marshal said the employe 
was questioned by Schatz in 
chambers later. 
Gass was unharmed, and the 
U.S. attorney’s office has said 
there was no outward connec­ 
tion between the alleged plot 
and the gambling case. Gass was 
on the government's list of some 
200 witnesses and what he would 
have told the jurors was 
described by investigators as 
relatively minor to the entire 
case 


Womochil was apparently un­ 
der the opinion he could 
preserve his right to appeal.

Schatz, who appeared out­ 
wardly strained by the on-again- 
off-again jury selection and plea 
bargaining proceedings, took the 
rest of the day off. 
Schatz took particular concern 
with assuring himself the defen­ 
dants waived their rights to a 
jury trial or changed their pleas 
without any coercion. 
When defendant Gordon Olsen 
changed his plea from innocent 
to guilty on one count of 
gambling earlier Thursday, 
Schatz asked him if anyone had 
threatened him.

munity had a chance to lament 
the loss of another business to an 
outlying mall.

Believing the hotel to be 


fireproof. Rhodus had no in- 
surance and lost $40.000 that, he 
invested in the restaurant and 
lounge. 


R h o d u s a n d h i s w i f e 


mortgaged their home and got a 
loan from the Small Business 
Administration to get their 
project off the ground. 


Scrounging for used furniture 


and fixtures not only saved 
Rhodus thousands of dollars, it 
also rekindled the atmosphere of 
vaudeville and early movies that 
the theatre has known. 


Crystal chandeliers dangle

Grand Island (UPI) - What 


may be one of the most con- 
troversial highway improvement 
projects ever considered for the 
Grand Island vicinity has been 
approved by the regional plan- 
ning commission which serves 
the area.

study, begun in 1972 and com- 
pleted in 1975, made various 


recommendations, including one 
for a one-way street system. 
Nelson Helm, planning commis- 
sion director, has consistently 
supported that recomendation. 


The businessmen's group 


wants to keep Second St. a two- 
way arterial but with im- 
provements at several intersec- 
tions. The group, which feels a 
change to one-way traffic would 
adversely affect its businesses, 
has suggested the street might 
be widened sometime in the 
future. 


The city council recommenda- 


tion will go to the Nebraska 
Roads Department, then to the 
governor and finally to federal 
officials in Washington. 


Helm said no matter what 


decision is reached, the project 
would not become a realty for, 
five to 10 years and no decision 
would be binding until bids were 
let.

Attorneys for a Kimball woman con- 


victed of assault with intent to commit 
murder asked the State Supreme Court 
Thursday for a reversal, contending a 1971 
law authorizing courts to order persons to 
submit to blood tests is unconstitutional. 


The charge against Mrs. Barbara Swayze 


was filed after a live baby boy was found 
June 11, 1974, in a bag in a woman's 
restroom at the Lodgepole wayside park in 
Kimball County. 


Subsequently, the Kimball County 


District Court ordered four persons, in- 
cluding Mrs. Swayze, to submit to blood 
tests. The results were to be used in the 
event of a criminal prosecution. 


A charge of assault with intent to murder 


was filed and the blood test results were 


used against the woman. The attorneys 
remarked the blood was not of an uncom- 
mon type. 


The attorneys contended Miss Swayze's 


constitutional rights against illegal search 
and seizure were violated and because the 
law specifically authorizes such violations 
it should be struck down as un- 
constitutional. 


Noting there was only circumstantial 


evidence on whether the woman had been 
pregnant and direct testimony by- 
neighbors and others they did not know she 
was. if she was, the attorneys said the law 
in her case authorized an "investigatory 
arrest" because there was not probable 
cause to actually have her arrested. 


Had she been arrested, then certain 


tests, including blood tests, do not need a 
court order, the attorneys said. 


The attorneys also noted refusal to obey 


a court order could result in a contempt 
finding and said that amounts to forced 
waiver of constitutional rights. 


"The statute is in fact authorizing the use 


of a threat, criminal contempt, to secure 
evidence of anyone, not only those lawfully 
arrested, but anyone deemed useful in 
furthering the investigation of a crime," 
the attorneys said. 


As to evidence, the attorneys said the 


woman could account for her time. They 
said she couldn't have been anywhere near 
the wayside area about the time the baby 
must have been put in the restroom. 


In addition, they said campers reported 


seeing a pickup. "Defendant and her hus- 
band don't own and never have owned a 
pickup," they said.

State Bank. “ It was getting so 
you had to be pretty careful 
what you said to anybody. Even 
my wife was kind of owly.” 
Like a good many of his 420 
fellow citizens, the mayor hadn't 
watched TV or read a newspaper 
“ clear through" since the 
freakish wind-ice combo of a 
week ago Monday. Living in an 
all-electric home, he and his 
family took shelter with his 
parents at neighboring Carleton. 
The parents also lacked elec­ 
tricity but did have a standby 
stoker furnace to supply heat. 
Their light came from lanterns, 
the same as most everyone's in 
the area. At the bank, a hand- 
crank adding machine was 
dusted off 
But with more ease than an­ 
ticipated, the Thayer County 
community learned that “ life 
does go on ' even during a power 
outage. Good old American in­ 
genuity — and a few dozen 
generators — were major 
salvations.

LEAPIN' LIZARDS!. . . Kim Henderson ponders caveman dilemma: how fo escape encirclemen

Dinosaurs, 6-year-old Chris Moore explained with exactitude, 


are "not like people." 


A practicing paleontologist after a three-week crash course, 


young Chris patiently pointed out that some of the lumbering 
animals were strictly plant-eaters. 


He demonstrated with as much animation — but bunches more 


brain-power than his pteradactyl favorite ever had — how the flying 
reptile swooped for ocean fishing. 


But the tyrannosaurus rex, Arnold Elementary classmate Dan- 


nie Shafer eagerly instructed, was "a meat-eater" and "He's 
vicious!" The 7-year-old twisted out an appropriately menacing 
look. 


"Isn't that the one that keeps attacking Tokyo?" quipped 


photographer Randy Hampton. Sure enough, teacher Kenny Har- 
man laughed. 


Yet Chris confided aside: "No one knows what they do, or 


what they eat." The first-grader reasoned, "No one was there." 


No matter. "The Book about Prehistoric Animals," Chris's 


own illustrated, multi-colored version depicting dino duke-outs to 
the death, includes a narrative that reconstructs the scientific 
evidence showing how the prehistoric fossils behaved when they 
were alive. 


"A lot of people might think first-graders will not get a lot of 


m-depth learning," Harman said. He nodded with satisfaction at 
the 23 youngsters in his Follow Through class: "It's amazing how 
much they really know." 


The proud Harman said he'd match his pupils' fossil facts 


against any sixth-grader's. That's an indirect testimonial to Har- 
man's own zeal for teaching in an ironic turnaround: The Lin- 


colnite was once a high school dropout, but not only got lured back 
to a complete education — he found himself literally and happily at 
the head of the class. 


He and teacher aide Linda Hansen took the Arnold kids from 


the beginning of the earth when it "broke off" from the sun. 
through the cooling period, life development and earth cycles, to in- 
vertebrates and vertebrates, and finished up where" cave men 
emerged. 


Although "the names are long," the youngsters complained. 


they know the difference between a pteranodon and a pteradactyl. 


A different door chart daily asked. "What is this dinosaur?" 


and the young fossil ferreters chose among such tongue-twisting 
names as dimetrodon (that's a sailback lizard), ankylosaururs 'ar- 
mored dino) and ichthyosaurus (giant fish lizardi. 


A trip to Merrill Hall, the state museum of prehistoric 


treasures on the University of Nebraska-Lincoln campus, brought 


their studies nearer to life. To see the closest thing to the reptile 
age in action, the kids have been keeping classroom tabs on tad- 
poles' evolution and development of legs. 


It all prompted Dannie to take a scholarly approach in his 


"Paleontologists and How They Work." His preface (with a self- 
portrait i greets readers. "I'm Dr. Dannie Shafer." The fanciful 
art'heologist depicts the fossil-fixing process from dig to museum 
display. 


(But Dannie and his classmates are old hands at publishing. 


"It's about the fourth-thousandth book we've written this year." he 
smhed.' 


Building modles of dinosaurs caught their fancy. Greg Douglas.

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Grocery Prices Down Again 


Several advertised specials and a few tower meat 


rprices painted a rosy picture for grocery shoppers this 
;month. 
* 
Overall, this month's average total ($13.65) for 17 


'food items at three chain stores and one locally owned 
store in Lincoln was 1.7% or 23 cents lower than last 
month s food tally of *13.88. 


Likewise, March's grocery bill was down 2% or 29 


cents from February's total of $14.17. 


However, if Lincoln follows the trend of other 


cities in the nation, the two-month decrease may mark 
an end to lower food prices. 


In a recent survey of 15 commonly purchased food 


and nonfood items at supermarkets in 13 cities, the 
Associated Press found grocery costs to be nearly 1% 
higher than they were a month earlier AP attributed 
most of the increase to higher prices for processed 
foods. 


Still, this month's Lincoln Star grocery survey also 


revealed the current marketbasket total is 6.9% or 94 
cents less than the $14.59 average total six months ago. 
But it is 5.7% of 74 cents more than the $12.91 cost one 
year ago and 10.5% or $1.30 more than the $12.35 total 
recorded in April, 1974. 


A major contributor to this month's lower food 


costs was the price of flour. One of the survey stores 
announced a sale price of 69 cents for a five-pound bag 
of flour, which pulled the average price down 12 cents. 
A five-pound bag of flour is now selling for ap- 
proximately 88 cents, compared to $1 last month. This 
is eight cents less than 96 cents six months ago and 16 
cents less than the $1.04 price of April, 1975. 


Advertised specials also had affected the current 


price of chicken. Although three survey stores adver- 
tised special prices, one store's extremely low sale 
price of 49 cents per pound brought the average cost of 
chicken down to 55 cents per pound, nine cents less 
than the 64 cent price recorded last month and six 
months ago. This month's chicken cost is one cent less 
than the 56-cent price one year ago. 


The price of bacon fell six cents this month to 


$1.89 per pound. The current price is 57 cents less than 
the $2.46 price six months ago but 13 cents more than 
the April, 1975. price of $1.76. 


Another item showing a decrease this month is 


eggs, which currently cost approximately 70 cents for 
each Grade A large dozen. Last month, eggs cost 73 
cents a dozen. One dozen eggs cost 66 cents six months 
ago and 63 cents one year ago. 


A three-cent decline also was evident this month 


in the price of a six and a half-ounce can of tuna. Due 
largely to an extremely low advertised special of 48 
cents at one store, the average cost of tuna fell from 67 
cents last month to 64 cents this month. 


Other food items showing a nominal decline this 


month were ground beef, which dropped two cents to 
79 cents per pound, and round steak, which decreased 
one cent to $1.60 per pound. 


Among the items sporting increases this month 


were pork chops, which took a whopping 13-cent leap 
to $1.89 per pound. However, this is still 23 cents less 
than $2.12 price of last October, but 42 cents more than 
the $1.47 cost one year ago. 


Consumers also witnessed a mild increase in the 


price of a 16-ounce can of pork and beans, which in- 
creased one cent to 32 cents 


Items maintaining a stable price this month in- 


cluded: milk at 89 cents for one-half gallon: spaghetti 
at 52 cents for a one-pound bag; peaches at 45 cents for 
a 16-ounce can; green beans at 33 cents for a 16-ounce 
can; peanut butter at 73 cents for a 12-ounce jar; 
ketchup at 48 cents for a 14-ounce bottle; frozen peas 
at 53 cents for a 10-ounce package; and bread at 45 
cents for a one-pound loaf.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na- 


tional Football League divided 
up college football's pool of 
graduating talent Thursday in 
the annual player draft with run- 
ning backs dominating the 
opening round. 


After the expansionist Tampa 


Bay and Seattle franchises se- 
lected defensive linemen Leroy 
Selmon and Steve Niehaus to get 
the draft started, a halfdozen 
runners were chosen through the 
remainder of the first round. 


Among the quality rushers 


picked-quickly were Chuck Mun- 
cie of California, who went to 
New Orleans; Oklahoma's Joe 
Washington, selected' by San 
Diego; Mike Pruitt of Purdue, 
drafted by Cleveland; Bubba 
Bean of Texas A&M, who went, 
to Atlanta, and Lawrence 
Gaines of Wyoming, picked by 
Detroit. All of" them went in the 
draft's first 16 selections. 


Two-time Heisman Trophy 


winner Archie Griffin of Ohio 
State was the sixth and final run- 
ning back chosen in the first 
round, drafted by Cincinnati. He 
was the 24th player selected. 


Tampa Bay chose Selmon 


quickly, then introduced the 
huge Oklahoma tackle, com- 
plete with a Buccaneers' uni- 
form shirt equipped with his 
name and the number 1 to in- 
dicate his draft position. 


"Being chosen No. 1 has to be 


the highlight of my college 
career," said Selmon. "Playing 
for an expansion team will be a 
good experience. There's a lot of 
work involved, but that's what 
life is all about." 


Selmon said his main con- 


cerns about the transition from 
college to professional football 
would involve technique. 


"This is a tough sport and I 


expect the competition to be a 
lot tougher." he said. "HI have 
to get accustomed to the sys- 
tem, learn the moves.

Selmon. according to Coach 
John McKay of Tampa. "He is 
very quick and big,'' said 
McKay.

While Tampa was celebrating 


the Selmon selection. Seattle 
used almost all of its 15-minute 
a l l o t m e n t before making 
Niehaus the draft's No. 2 pick. 


"We feel we have an excellent 


football player," said Seattle 
Coach Jack Patera. "He was our 
top-rated pick. He moves very 
quickly 'off the ball with 
excellent pursuit." 


Niehaus said he was pleased to 


be selected by the Seahawks. 
"Seattle is the place I really 
wanted to go," he said. "I fig- 
ured it would be best to start out 
with a new team and a new 
system."

Aaron Starts Season With Bang

Familiar names like Hank Aaron and 


Tony Perez grabbed the spotlight Thursday 
as the major league baseball season, im- 
periled for a time by the ongoing dispute 
between club owners and the Players 
Association, got under way on schedule. 
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Aaron drove in three runs with a pair of 


singles, backing the four-hit pitching of Jim 
Slaton and leading the Milwaukee Brewers 
to a 5-0 victory over the New York Yankees 
in the American League opener at 
Milwaukee. 


Perez, who has driven in 90 or more runs 


in each of the past nine seasons, knocked in 
four with a two-run double, a bases-loaded 
walk and an infield out, helping the Cincin- 
nati Reds rout the Houston Astros 11-5 in 
the National League opener. 


Aaron, starting his final major league 


season at age 42, extended his record 
career runs batted in total to 2,265 as the 
Brewers jumped on Yankees ace Catfish 
Hunter for all five runs in the first two in- 
nings. . 


Aaron singled home two runs in the first 


inning. Another scored on an error by 
Yankees shortstop Jim Mason. 


"On my first hit. Hunter had me 3-2and I 


guessed fast ball." Aaron said. "If he had 
come in a little more inside he would have 
jammed me very well, but he got it over 
the plate. He was having control 
problems." 


The Brewers added two runs in the se- 


cond on a run-scoring double by Darrell 
Porter and an RBI single by Aaron. 


Slaton. 11-18 last season, had gone no 


further than seven innings in spring 


trailing. But he had little trouble setting 
down the Yankees. 


"When I got the five-run lead, I just went 


out and let them hit it," the. 25-year-old 
right-hander said. "I threw mostly fast 
balls because I had the wind in my favor 
and my ball seemed to tail away from right- 
handed hitters." 


Reds Manager Sparky Anderson, who 


worked his dub hard on hitting in spring 
training, saw his efforts pay off as Cin- 
cinnati racked six Houston pitchers for 11 
runs and 15 hits.

son noted. "If we hit, we're going to win." 


Perez, the big man against the Astros 


with four RBI, said Anderson's emphasis 
on hitting helped offset the delayed start of 
spring training.

AUGUSTA. Ga. < AP) — Ray Floyd, happily engaged in the 


delightful chore of explaining his seven-under-par 65 in the 
first round of the Masters golf championship, suddenly be- 
came thoughtful and introspective. 


A question had been asked concerning his free-swinging, 


high-living, hard-drinking days and nights as one of the 
game's most flamboyant bachelors. 


"I'd sure like to go back and be able to live that period 


over again." he said. "I'd sure change a lot of things. 


"I wish in my youth I had had the good sense, the wisdom 


to train. It was just a juvenile stage we all go through. I 
wasn't mature and I didn't behave in a mature way. 


"I'd like to be able to do itdifferent, but it's too late now." 
Floyd, now a solid, stable family man. turned his lifestyle 


around with his marriage three years ago. And with the 
change, his golf game changed. 


"For five years I played without purpose." he said. 


"Now I have some personal goals. For five years I didn't 
even really like to play golf. Now I love it. I work at it I work 
at it bard." 


He won the PGA National Championship and two other 


tournaments in 1989 and loomed as one of the game's most 
promising players. But he didn't fulfill that promise. He 
didn't win again until 1975. 


"The turning point came a couple of years ago in Jackson- 


ville." he said. "I played a bad first round and withdrew. 
That's not very professional, but I did it. 


"Then I sat down and had a long talk with my wife. She 


made me see some things, realize some things. She made me 
see that anything worth doing is worth doing well worth 
working for."

Circuit Court 
Backs Ruling 
For Bednar 


The U.S. Eighth Circuit Court 


of Appeals has upheld a Lincoln 
federal court ruling permitting a 
15-year-old Johnson-Brock High 
School girl to participate in boys' 
cross-country track. 


The appeals tribunal affirmed 


a September 1975 order by U.S. 
District Judge Warren Urbom, 
who issued a preliminary injunc- 
tion in behalf of Dsa Bednar 
against the Nebraska School Ac- 
tivities Assn. (NSAA). 


Judge Urbom prohibited the 


Johnson-Brock school and the 
NSAA from preventing the girl 
from participating in boys cross- 
country track despite an NSAA 
rule that "Girls and boys may 
not compete on the same 
athletic team, and girls and boys 
may not compete against each 
other." 


NSAA Executive Secretary Les 


Chamberlain said the NSSA's 
legislative group will be asked at 
its meeting Friday to repeal the 
rule, "but that's something 
we've asked for for the last three 
years." 


Chamberlain said the NSAA 


has been trying to establish 
"separate and equal programs" 
for both boys and girls who want 
to participate in school athletic 
competition. He said if some 
schools won't provide such 
programs for females, "they'll 
have to be allowed to participate 
with the boys." 


Chamberlain said no further 


appeals are planned in the Bed- 
nar matter. 


The Nebraska Civil Liberties 


Union lawsuit was brought in 
behalf of Qsa and her mother, 
Carolyn.

Ruling Affirmed 


Circuit Court 
Back s Ruling 
For Be dnar 


The U.S. Eighth Circuit Court 
of Appeals has upheld a Lincoln 
federal court ruling permitting a 
15-year-old Johnson-Brock High 
School girl to participate in boys’ 
cross-country track. 
The appeals tribunal affirmed 
a September 1975 order by U.S. 
District Judge Warren Urbom, 
who issued a preliminary injunc­ 
tion in behalf of Ilsa Bednar 
against the Nebraska School Ac­ 
tivities Assn. (NSAA). 
Judge Urbom prohibited the 
Johnson-Brock school and the 
NSAA from preventing the girl 
from participating in boys cross­ 
country track despite an NSAA 
rule that “ Girls and boys may 
not compete on the same 
athletic team, and girls and boys 
may not compete against each 
other." 
NSAA Executive Secretary Les 
Chamberlain said the NSSA’s 
legislative group will be asked at 
its meeting Friday to repeal the 
rule, “ but that’s something 
we’ve asked for for the last three 
years." 
Chamberlain said the NSAA 
has been trying to establish 
“separate and equal programs“ 
for both boys and girls who want 
to participate in school athletic 
competition. He said if some 
schools won’t provide such 
programs for females, “ they’ll 
have to be allowed to participate 
with the boys." 
Chamberlain said no further 
appeals are planned in the Bed­ 
nar matter. 
The Nebraska Civil Liberties 
Union lawsuit was brought in 
behalf of Ilsa and her mother, 
Carolyn. It charged that the girl 
was being deprived of her con­ 
stitutional rights.

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Alma — The newly announced 
“ lakeshore management plan” 
that would severely curb access 
to Harlan County Reservoir 
came under heavy fire from area 
sportsmen Thursday night. 
Approximately 150 persons, 
many of them picking up protest 
petitions for later circulation, 
attended a meeting called by 
Alma's Chamber of Commerce. 
President Fran Shaffer and at­ 
torney Tom McNally were in 
charge. 
U.S. Corps of Engineer 
Representatives who had out­ 
lined the proposal at a March 30 
meeting declined an invitation to 
Thursday’s session. But McNally 
said there have been three other 
“ fairly intensive" meetings with 
corps personnel. 
Main opposition centers on the 
intended closing of an estimated 
one-half of all trails and roads 


around the heavily-used reser­ 
voir. Under the proposal — a 
general policy applying to corps 
impoundments the nation over 
— only corps-built roads and 
those “ licensed or leased” will 
remain open. 
"We feel this has wide ranging 
ramifications for the future," 
said McNally. 
In a Corps explanation handed 
out to those attending, the plan 
is described as “for the protec­ 
tion of desirable environmental 
characteristics.’’ McNally said 
the corps is especially interested 
in preventing litter and erosion. 
"It is the objective to the 
corps to limit private exclusive 
use of public property to the 
degree necessary to guarantee 
that the rights of the general 
public w ill not be com­ 
promised," the explanation read 
further. 
Several persons expressed fear 
the plan will be hardest on older 


persons to drive to shoreline 
fishing spots. They also predict it 
will add to congestion in 
developed areas. 
McNally noted that the roads 
in question generally get little if 
any maintenance. He said of­ 
ficials relented Thursday after­ 
noon to the extent of leaving 11 
roads open which were ear­ 
marked to close 
Another regulation was 
pointed out which will eventual­ 
ly phase out private dock per­ 
mits by making them non- 
transferable 
Chamber 
spokesman said it is also the 
corps' intent to phase out the 
Alma and North Cove Public 
Dock.

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Longet Charged 
In Sabich Death 


Aspen, Colo. (UPI) - French- 


born singer Claudine Longet was 
charged Thursday with felony 
manslaughter in the shooting 
death of her lover, two-time 
world pro ski champion 
Vladimir "Spider" Sabich. 


The petite singer's attorney 


claimed the shooting was ac- 
cidental. He said she was deeply 
in love with Sabich, her constant 
companion for the past two 
years, and denied they were in- 
volved in a lovers' quarrel. 


Miss Longet, wearing a 


flowered dress and knee-high 
western boots, appeared with 
her former husband Andy 
Williams, who sat behind her in 
court. Miss Longet, a mother of 
three children, listened quietly 
to the charges which could send 
her to prison for up to 10 years 
should she be convicted. 


"She feloniously, recklessly, 


willfully caused the death of 
Spider Sabich," said District At- 


torney Frank Tucker, a longtime 
friend of flamboyant Sabich. 


"I think these are the ap- 


propriate charges to be filed 
against the defendant." 


Tucker said an important 


piece of evidence would oe a 
black and red diary allegedly 
belonging to Miss Longet which 
said her relationship with Sabich 
had been deteriorating. 


But Miss Longet's attorney, 


Charles Weedman, denied there 
were any domestic problems 
between the couple. 


"The kind of domestic discord 


was no more or no less than any 
other couple deeply in love," he 
said. "There was no intentional 
causing of the tragic death of 
Spider Sabich. 


"Miss Longet's grief should be 


obvious to all." 


Miss Longet, 35, remained 


free on $5,000 personal 
recognizance bond pending a 
June 8 preliminary hearing.

former skier had ordered Miss 
Longet to move out of the house 
shortly before the shooting.

"I just don't think he was as in- 
terested in the relationship as he 
had been before, and they were 
breaking up." 


Miss Longet's diary also said

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Bandits Ge t Away With $5 ,000 
In Sav ings And Loan Robbe ry 
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Omaha (UPI) — Two armed 
bandits, one shielding his face 
with a hankderchief, Thursday 
robbed the main branch of the 
Omaha Savings & Loan office of 
more than $5,000. 


The FBI said one of the ban­ 
dits brandished a sawed-off 
shotgun and the other a handgun 
believed to be a .38-caliber 
pistol, but no shots were fired 
and no injuries reported. 
The FBI said the bandits 
forced three tellers to empty 


their cash drawers and fled in a 
1967-68 Plymouth going the 
wrong way down a one-way 
street. 
The FBI said in addition to the 
two men inside the savings and 
loan office, another was 
observed outside waiting in the 
getaway car. 
The FBI said the description 
of one of the suspects matched 
that of a man who robbed the 
same savings and loan of $1,000 
last Dec. 5. That case remains 
unsolved. 


The FBI said the security 
camera inside the bank was ac­ 
tivated Thursday during the 
robbery and films of the incident 
were being processed. 
Both men were black, the FBI 
said, were of a stocky build, and 
wore stocking caps on their 
heads.

State Auditor Ray A C John- 


son said Thursday come July 1, 
the beginning of the next fiscal 
year, three of six members on 
his performance auditing staff 
may be without jobs 


It is on that date that funding 


runs out for the current year 
The Unicameral failed to 
provide money to continue the 
function into the next fiscal year 
even though the authorization 
legislation stays on the books 


Johnson said two of the six 


will be absorbed into his dollar 
auditing staff to replace two per- 
sons who have left He said it 
appeared now he would have to 
fire three others 


:« 


He also said one or two other 


members of his staff may have 
to go in order to pay the un- 
employment benefits of those 
cut because of the loss of 
funding for performance 
auditing 


The lack of funding came 


about after some senators 
expressed 
dissatisfaction 
with 


the way it was being done There 
was also a move to transfer the 
performance auditing function 
from Johnson's office to the 
Unicameral staff 


The idea behind performance 


auditing was to go beyond the 
question of whether the books 
balanced on dollars and cents 
received and spent in an attempt. 


to find out if government agen- 
cies were doing their jobs and 
doing them efficiently 


"I think it's necessary and it s 


the coming thing' in terms of 
government auditing designed to 
assure best use of taxpayer 
money," Johnson said 


He suggested the Unicameral 


funding problem came because 
of misunderstandings 


"I think the terminology was 


oversold," the auditor said, 
explaining the Unicameral 
bought the idea of performance 
auditing but failed to spell out 
exactly what it wanted He said 
another problem was the 
senators expected immediate 
results 


"This li. something brand new 


and dnvthmg new ukes time to 
work out' Johnson sdid from 
the standpoint of how to do it 
and what results are wanted and 
needed 


The auditor said franklv he 


liked some of the prrxedures 
developed over the last few 
months by the performance 
auditing division and he intends 
to include some of them in the 
dollar auditing process

costs more than you'll ever see, 
you haven {. checked out the 
bargain "one-stop tour 
charters 
Authorized last year 


as d workmgman s fare,'' OTCs 
have drastically cut the cost of 
faraway vacations 


You can now fly to a distant ci- 


ty, be picked up at the airport, 
stay at a good hotel for a week, 
and perhaps have breakfasts and 
theater tickets thrown in — yet 
pav less than the cost of a 
regular round-trip air ticket 
OTCs aren't available for every 
citj in the world, but do include 
many points in Europe and 
South America, a few in Asia, 
and such popular American 
cities as Las Vegas, Miami, and 
Honolulu 


The reason you save so much 


money is that you get a 
chartered-airline fare, which is 
about one-half the regular rate 
The agents selling the OTC have 
to get at least 40 people, or the 
flight won't leave For this 
reason it's best to buy through 
an established travel agent or 
tour packager, so you can be 
reasonably sure of a full plane 
But by all means visit several 
agents before signing up, since 
not ail offer the same taps 


OTCs are particularly good 


breaks for people who don't live 
near one of the big international 
airports In many cases you'll be 
able to fly from a nearby major 
city directly to your destination, 
so you get the advantage of the 
charter fare over the entire 
route Flights to popular places 
may leave every week during the 
spring and summer months 


When OTCs were first 


authorized last October, the 
major airlines fought the cheap 
competition tooth and nail But 
now they're jumping into the 
business When you sign up for 
an OTC, you're generally better 
off with one of the scheduled air- 
lines or a major non-sched (such 
as Capitol International, 
Overseas National, Saturn, 
World or Trans International). 
They generally have better 
equipment and more convenient 
departure times than smaller 
lines, and are unlikely to cancel 
flights for lack of people 


Not all foreign countries have 


welcomed OTCs, because of the 
cheap competition they present 
to their own flag earners Ger- 
many, France and Italy have 
permitted limited landings, and 
some countries have simply 
banned the tours 


But 
gradually, 
the 


governments are coming around 
Great Britain, for example, has 
just eliminated the high floor 
price they required of OTCs 
This summer you'll be able to fly 
New York to London and spend 
a week in a good hotel for 
around $410, compared with the 
cheapest regular fare (not in- 
cluding hotel) or around $800 At 
those rates it's cheaper to go 
OTC, even if you don t use the 
hotel

Jury Clears Doctor 
In Malpractice Suit 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha sur- 


geon Dr John W Gatewood was 
found innocent of malpractice in 
an operation he performed to 
remove a tumor in August 1970. 


A Douglas County District 


Court jury ruled Wednesday by a 
vote of 10 to 2 that Robert J 
Golonka was not entitled to 
recover damages from Dr. 
Gatewood 


A verdict agreed upon by five- 


sixths of the jurors is allowable 
under Nebraska law after the 
panel has deliberated for six 
hours or more, as tins one did 


Golonka and bis attorney, 


Thomas Walsh, alleged that Dr. 
Gatewood was guilty of malprac- 
tice in connection with surgery 
to remove a tumor from the 
back of Golooka's teft knee. 


Walsh contended that his 


client suffered from a variety of 
physical and psychological 
problems after the operation and 
that the surgery could have been 
performed differently 


Lyle Strom, the surgeon's at- 


torney, said Dr Gatewood per- 
formed the operation "in accor- 
dance with the standards of this 
community 


"Dr Gatewood exercised his 


good judgment and decided to 
remove the tumor in the only 
way that it could be removed," 
Strom told the jury 


Strom did not contest Walsh's 


description of personal problems 
experienced by Golonka 
following surgery, but denied 
that they were related to the 
operation.

modations A spokesman told 
my associate, Anne Wolman, 
that a decision might be reached 
within the month If the plan is 
appro"ed, you'll be able to book 
at any hotel you want, and still 
get the low air fare 


If you miss the plane or 


change your mind at the last 
minute, you've had it You rare- 
ly get a full refund and, in fact, 
may not get any money back at 
all Ask your agent exactly what 
the deal is However, for a few 
extra dollars you can buy in- 
surance against the possibility of 
having to cancel because of 
illness, accident or a death in the 
family Like the OTC, it's a pru- 
dent buy

New York — If you think a 
flight to Europe, Mexico, the 
Caribbean or even Disney World 
costs more than you’ll ever see, 
you haven’t, checked out the 
b a rg a in 
“ o n e-sto p to u r 
charters ” Authorized last year 
as a workingman’s fare,” OTCs 
have drastically cut the cost of 
faraway vacations. 
You can now fly to a distant ci­ 
ty. be picked up at the airport, 
stay at a good hotel for a week, 
and perhaps have breakfasts and 
theater tickets thrown in — yet 
pay less than the cost of a 
regular 
round-trip air ticket. 
OTCs aren’t available for every 
city in the world, but do include 
many points in Europe and 
South America, a few in Asia, 
and such popular American 
cities as Las Vegas, Miami, and 
Honolulu. 
The reason you save so much 
money is th a t you get a 
chartered-airline fare, which is 
about one-half the regular rate. 
The agents selling the OTC have 
to get at least 40 people, or the 
flight won’t leave. For this 
reason it’s best to buy through 
an established travel agent or 
tour packager, so you can be 
reasonably sure of a full plane. 
But by all means visit several 
agents before signing up, since 
not aU offer the same trips. 
OTCs are particularly good 
breaks for people who don’t live 
near one of the big international 
airports. In many cases you’ll be 
able to fly from a nearby major 
city directly to your destination, 
so you get the advantage of the 
charter fare over the entire 
route. Flights to popular places 
may leave every week during the 
spring and summer months 


W hen OTCs w ere firs t 
authorized last October, the 
major airlines fought the cheap 
competition tooth and nail. But 
now they’re jumping into the 
business. When you sign up for 
an OTC, you’re generally better 
off with one of the scheduled air­ 
lines or a major non-sched (such 
a» C a pitol 
In tern a tio n a l, 
Overseas 
National, 
Saturn, 
World or Trans International). 
They generally have better 
equipment and more convenient 
departure times than smaller 
lines, and are unlikely to cancel 
flights for lack of people. 
Not all foreign countries have 
welcomed OTCs, because of the 
cheap competition they present 
to their own flag carriers. Ger­ 
many, France and Italy have 
permitted limited landings, and 
some countries have simply 
banned the tours. 
B ut 
g ra d u a lly, 
the 
governments are coming around. 
Great Britain, for example, has 
just eliminated the high floor 
price they required of OTCs. 
This summer you’ll be able to fly 
New York to London and spend 
a week in a good hotel for 
around $410, compared with the 
cheapest regular fare (not in­ 
cluding hotel) or around $800 At 
those rates it's cheaper to go 
OTC, even if you don’t use the 
hotel.

J ury Clears Doctor 
In Malpractice Suit 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha sur­ 
geon Dr. J ohn W. Gatewood was 
found innocent of malpractice in 
an operation he performed to 
remove a tumor in August 1970. 
A Douglas County District 
Court jury ruled Wednesday by a 
vote of 10 to 2 that Robert J. 
Golonka was not entitled to 
recover damages from Dr. 
Gatewood 
A verdict agreed upon by five- 
sixths of the jurors is allowable 
undo* Nebraska law after the 
panel has deliberated for 
hours or more, as this one did 
Golonka and his attorney, 
Thomas Walsh, alleged that Dr. 
Gatewood was guilty of malprac­ 
tice in connection with surgery 
to remove a tumor from the 
back of Golonka s left knee.

Walsh contended that his 
client suffered from a variety of 
physical 
and 
psychological 
problems after the operation and 
that the surgery could have been 
performed differently. 
Lyle Strom, the surgeon’s at­ 
torney, said Dr. Gatewood per­ 
formed the operation “in accor­ 
dance with the standards of this 
community. 
"Dr. Gatewood exercised his 
good judgment and decided to 
remove the tumor in the only 
way that it could be removed,” 
Strom told the jury. 
Strom did not contest Walsh’s 
description of personal problems 
exp erien ced 
by G olonka 
following surgery, but denied 
that they were related to the 
operation.
